A VENERABLE WOMAN. 


Death of Mrs. Monshun at the Age of On« 


Huadred and Three Tfe»rs. 


The oldest inhabitant ot the metrop 


olis was that pleasant and cheerful old 
lady, the late Mra. Mary Monahan, 
who lived more than half a century in 
Ireland and another half a century in 
New York. At the age of one hun- 
dred and three years and some months 
she died suddenly a few days ago, anil 
was buried 
in Calvary Cemetery. 


There is no mistake about her great 
age, tor the day of her birth is re- 
corded in the parish church in Mine, 
in the County Tipperary, where she 
was christened. 


She was born in the last year of the 


American revolution and was six years 
old when the French revolution began 
She was ten years old when Louis 
XVI. was beheaded and heard the ex- 
ecution discussed as a contemporary 
event. 
She wsis fifteen years old when 


the rebellion of 1798 broke out in Ire- 
land and when she was over one hun- 
dred years old remembered seeing her 
brothers at work 1798 contriving arms, 
and recounted how the English sol- 
diers came to her father's house in the 
night and searched it while she re- 
mained hid in a pit in the ground. 
She was married in the year that 
young General Bonaparte closed his 
second campaign m Italy. Sh« was a 
middle-aged woman when the battle 
of Waterloo was fought. 
She began 


to wear spectacles at sixty years, nve 
years before the Mexican war broke 
out, and she wore them thirty-eight 
years. When she had grown to be 
ninety-eight 
years 
old her 
eyes 


grew 
bright 
again 
and 
her 


"second sight" returned. 
She laid 


aside her spectacles, having no further 
use for them, and never put them on 
again. At the age of one hundred and 
one years her vision was so good that 
she could thread a needle. 
When she 


was a century old she got her second 
hair. She had been slightly gray from 
her sixtieth to her one hundredth year, 
but now her hair came out as black as 
a raven's wing. She was stout, had a 
white complexion and fine features 
and was a handsome and pleasing cen- 
tenarian. In her hundred and first 
year she played a good game of forty- 
five with cards and often sat down to 
the card table with people1 who were 
seventy and eighty years younger than 
herself and was always able to detect 
them in any attempt at cheating. 


There was another old lady in the 


street, Mrs Skelly, who was ninety- 
eight years old, and Mrs. Monahan and 
she used to visit back and forth, take 
tea at eaeh other's house and talk of 
old times together, being particularly 
wont to discuss things that happened 
in the eighteenth century 
At the age 


of one hundred and three years Mrs 
Mon*han took her great-giandchil- 
dren on her knee and told them fairy 
gtories 
She had eleven great-grand- 


children and twenty grandchildren 
Her faculties were unimpaired to the 
last 
When this old lady of more than 


one hundred :ind three years lay m her 
coftm, with her black hair and her 
snow-white complexion, she looked 
like a young woman of twenty-five 
Time had not left a wrinkle on her 
face.—N. T. Morning Journal.

City of Havana. 


The cafes of Havana are as bright 


and breezy as those of Paris, but are 
more winsome at all seasons of the 
year, for the climate allows a greater 
openness to the street, which is taken 
advantage of in all little ways of deco- 
ration and arrangement that stand for 
invitation and welcome 
Some of them 


are very grand afiairs, but all have an 
atmosphere of snugness and daintiness 
that is delicious. And it must be set 
down to the credit of all these people 
that the delicate refinements of life are 
inherent. 
Courtesy, politeness, con- 


sideration, or at least surface use of it, 
are universal. They are an artistic 
people in the environment of little 
things, though themselves unconscious 
of that national characteristic, and 
both facts aie delightful to one who 
tarries with them. Havana is as bust- 
ling, busy a eity as exists, but this 
quality of tolerance, or consideration1, 
ot of kindly indifference, cr of whatever 
it is, that allows a respectable stranger 
or a domestic tramp to rest his body 
anywhere, at any time, without being 
hustled—or, worse, levied upon and 
brutally 
menaced 
into 
purchase, 


whether or not—is a grateful one, and 
you may sit in a church all day, in a 
cafe so long as you like, or step into a 
shop and take possession of one of the 
rocking-ohaus that are found every- 
where, remaining there contemplating 
street-scenes half a day, if you wish, 
and no one will approach you unless 
you indicate such desire 
These cafes 


andfondas (or eating-houses)—for the 
latter are equally resoited to—are the 
resting-places of the gay city. Then 
number and patronage are remarkable. 
They are all wide open to the street, 
one fancies almost a part of it, fre- 
quently more than one-half the cafe 
being underneath long, wide, huge- 
pillared porticoes, where chattel ing 
crowds by day and brilliant crowds by 
night, under the flare of lamps in great 
century-old metal frames, never cease 
cigarette-smoking, gin and wine drink- 
ing—although all liquors are used in 
sparing quantities, however frequently 
ordered—and between the shrill cries 
of the duloeros, fir confection peddlers, 
the hoarse importunities of the lottery- 
ticket mobs, the ever-minor music oi 
the wandering street minstrels and the 
numberless sounds of a marvelously 
gay but never brutal and more than 
half-oriental city life, the "click, click, 
click" of the never-silent dominoes 
upon the marble tables, come to you as 
an undertone staccato of myriads ol 
unseen castanets —EdgarL. Wakeman, 
in Chicago News.

(Parnellite) for the Northern division of 
Kclkenney, have been elected, none of 
them being opposed. The Tories have 
carried Dudley, (Worcestershire) Mr. 
Brooke Bobinson receiving a majority of 
about 2,000 over Mr. Henry Brlnsley 
Sheridan, Gladstonian candidate, who 
has sat In the Commons for that borough 
since 1867.
